"In November 1072, during tho Ryan* 
Investigation, 1 got information- about 
Maikovskis." DeVito told The news. "I 
checked the New York office files 
(where his record should have been kept) 
but found no listing for him. .Then I 
checked with Central Offico and eventu- 
ally learned that the Maikovskis file was 
in the Detroit office of INS. This was* 
very unusual, for Mnikovskis had never 
lived or worked in Detroit. 

"INS officials in Detroit told me they 
didn't know why the file was buried 
I’ 'Micro. They were not even aware that 
was in thier office. If- a Detroit in- 
vestigator had requested the file in con- 
neefijn with a Mis west phase o£ the 
original inquiry, there should have been' 
a record of who asked for it and why. 
There .was no such record * in the filo 
vhen T retrieved it." ,-•/

^ > “There was strong- resistance at Ihc 
.V, INS top command in the Ryan • case," 
■/.DeVito charged during two long- inter- 
/«. Yiews. "But there was outright blockage 
/ of the Maikovskis investigation. My * 
superiors made certain that I could not 
possibly proceed with the inquiry." 

The -Makovskis .ease • has not been 
closed again, however; It’ is being kept 
*. alive by such interested parties as the 
t Survivors of the Riga Ghetto, whose 
*’ New. > York members .recently demon- 
' strated ' outsido tho neat, . tree-shaded 
./ Maikovskis ’ home, at : 232 Grant St.,

Documents in his INS- file indicate 
Maikovskis graduated from a Nazi-run . t 
policcr training school. and beenmo chief ' 
. of tho 2d Police Precinct, Rezekne, 
Latvia. In this capacity, he allegedly' 
sent a memo .to the vice-prosecutor of 
Daugavpils Regional Court. on Jan. 9, /" 
1942, .It saidi "On the 2d of January/- 
the 'village -was burned to the ground : 
and the inhabitants all shot, of these 30 
were publicly shot ‘in' the; Rezekno 
marketplace.". 

Witnesses interviewed by INS investi- 
Vgators and The News havo accused 
Maikovskis and two of his Latvian col- 
leagues of responsibility for some 15,000 
deaths, including * all 19G residents of 
i Audrini village, which was completely 
destroyed./ '• ; *. 

v Maikovskis has been active in 
Latvian- A mcricaq groups and served ns 
an alternate delegate to the Assembly 
of Captive European Nations.’ Since the 
Riga * suryivors picketed his hohie, how- 
ever, he lias. been staying out of sight. ..

Given 
a free hand* I feel confident an abund- 
ance will be assembled to show a degree* 
of guilt exceeding that of , * . 1 1 ermine 
Braunstciucr Uyan." 

The , Maikovskis ease >vas among 
those mentioned by Rep Elizabeth Holtz- 
mnn (D-Brooklyn) when she charged re- 
cently that the INS had “failed to ini- 
tiate proceedings against any reported 
war criminals" and "had not interviewed 
a single witness" ’since the Ryan probe. /
